W a shing ton, J an. 3. — A resolution 
g ra nting recog nition to the republic of 
China ha s been introduced by Sena tor 
Bacon of Georg ia, ra nking member of 
the com m ittee on foreig n rela tions. In

W hile depa rtment officials declined 
to com m ent in a ny wa y on the Bacon 
resolution, it is definitely known it is 
the intention of the a dministra tion to 
a dhere to its present policy reg arding 
the recog nition of China. 
Sena tor Ba con's resolution a ppea rs 
at a moment when the affairs of China 
were nev er in a more uncerta in sta te, 
a ccording to opinion here. 
She has 
I sca rcely a cent in the treasury , is 
more than a y ear behind in pa y ments 
on the Box er indemnity fund, ha s not 
ta ken a ny step for the settlem ent of 
the cla ims a rising out of the rev olution 
of a y ea r ag o, and her a rmy is still 
unpaid. 
The official v iew is tha t recog nition 
cannot ma ke a republic where none ex ­ 
ists.

3.—According to a 
report made by Fire Commissioner J o- j 
seph J ohnson to the ma y or ina dequa te 
la ws permit fire insura nce compa nies! 
to do business in an entirely heed­ 
less ma nner, resulting in the loss of; 
ma ny liv es, the injury of more persons 
and the destruction a nnua lly in New 
York city of $4,000,000 worth of prop­ 
erty at lea st. 
The liv es lost, the persons injured 
and the property destroy ed ma kes up 
the toll to pay to the fire bug . 
En 
courag ed by the ea se with which in -! 
sura nce to a ny amount ma y be obta in- 1 
ed from the compa nies; tempted by 
the sure and quick profits, more and i 
more persons ev ery y ea r are turning i 
to incendia rism, until it is becoming a 
profession, for many , who ha v e united ! 
in hands, a re to be found not only in j 
New' York, but Chicag o. Pa terson, N .j 
J .. 
Boston, 
Phila delphia 
and 
other 
larg e cities. 
The com m issioner’s report is en 
titled “ incendia rism,” and with this 
g oes his recommenda tion for stricter* 
reg ula tion of the compa nies issuing 
policies, and an inv estig a tion of all 
persons and thing s concerned in the 
g ra nting of a policy of insurance. 
Mr. J ohnson at the outset decla res 
tha t the $4,000,000 loss due to the fire 
bug s is a v ery conserv a tiv e estim a te 
of the $16,000.000 total fire loss in the 
city annua lly . 
“ Others than the a ctu­ 
al fire ma kers are 
responsible for 
these 
conditions,” 
Mr. 
J ohnson 
de 
cla res. “ and at the forefront of the 
list are the insura nce compa nies them ­ 
selv es. 
To use a phra se employ ed by 
a president of one of the la rg est com ­ 
pa nies in the Fnited Sta tes, the con , 
cerns by their la x methods ‘place a ! 
premium upon a rson.’ ” 
The commissioner g oes into detail 
in describing how’ ea sy it is to g et 
policies to any amount. 
One of his 
men eng a g ed a tenem ent a pa rtment on 
Ea st 101st street in December, 19 11, 
and it wa s furnished with two wood 
kitchen cha irs worth $1.62; one sma ll 
g a s stov e at $1.25; three sa sh curta ins 
at 48 cents, and one cuspidor, all to­ 
ta lling $3.4 4.

and other firemen g ot a ltog ether $60,- 
500 worth of insura nce on this prop­ 
erty .

Is ad­ 
vocating a revision by the next session 
of the sta te legislature of the sections 
of the juvenile court sta tu te governing 
the trying of children’s cases in coun­ 
ties in which th ere is no city w ith a 
population of m ore than 100,000. 
The 
sta tu te as it stan d s is of special ben­ 
efit to .Marion county, while the pro­ 
cedure in o th er counties is practicaliy 
the sam e th a t it w as previously to the 
passage of the act, for Indianapolis is 
the only city in the sta te w ith a pop­ 
ulation large enough to w a rra n t a spe­ 
cial juvenile court under the p resen t 
law. 
Judge T aylor believes th at a proba­ 
tion offi ^r should be appointed in 
each tow nship w h ere th e re is a town 
of 300 in h ab itan ts instead of the one 
or tw o officers th a t th e p resent law 
provides for each county th at does not 
qualify for a special court. 
The p re sen t sta tu te sta te s th a t in 
counties which - 
not contain a city 
of 100 ,0 0 0 in h a b ita n ts the judge of the 
circuit c o u rt shall he the judge of the 
juvenile court. 
As a result children's 
cases are often delayed tw o or th re e 
m onths. 
Som etim es the m isdem eanor 
involves only a few cents or a charge 
which is not serious, but the trial m ust 
be held in the circuit court at the 
county seat, under th e p resent law. 
Ju dg e T aylor says a rem edy would 
be effected by trying all first and sec­ 
ond offense juvenile cases before a 
ju stice of the peace in a tow nship in 
which the offense is com m itted. 
If a 
child is found guilty of a second of­ 
fense the proposed law provides th a t 
the justice court shall not e n te r judg­ 
m ent, bu t th a t the ease shall be tra n s ­ 
ferred to the circuit court. 
In this 
way m ost of the petty cases w’ould be 
disposed of in the tow nship in which 
they are com m itted, while the m ore 
serious or second offense cases would 
be tried by the hig her court.

claimed fees on the com m on school 
fund. 
T he money was paid into th e 
sta te tre a su ry by the counties at the 
D ecem ber settlem ent. 
T he sta te school tax for the half 
year am ounted to $1,250,584.02. 
The 
deficiency fund was $65,030.37. 
T h e 
in terest 011 the com m on school fund 
was $280,500.31 and the unclaim ed fees 
$406.22 
E rn e s t W elborn. deputy to 
Mr. G reathouse, w ho compiled th e ap­ 
portionm ent, said th a t approxim ately 
$7,000 had been retained by the sta te 
as a balance from the am o u n t ap por­ 
tioned.
